Bul it seemed 
impossible, the peculiar state of the 
leaf in stemming, sucli n< the facl 
that il must be damp and is full of 
gum. which clogged any machine, 
preventing unv solution of thepreh- 
lorn. By the Hudson machine I lie 
'tern is taken out, the leaf is cleaned 
at the same time and all is done in 
a moment as fast as it can be fed. suc- 
tion being the means of accomplish- 
ing the cj]d. 

The effect that the Hudson ma- 
chine will have on the tobacco trade 
may be estimated from the fnet thai 
the production of whisky and tobac- 
co is ^o large that therevenue on these 
two products a year would be enough 
to support the government in any 
ordinary expense. In 1899 about 
D0O.OOO/W0 pounds of the latter were 
grown in this country, and nn equal 
crop abroad. Russia, Germany, 
I'rnnee. the Philippines, Central and 
South America, Cob* and Rorto Rico 
having large crops. To stem this im- 
mense weight of leaf there were hun- 
dreds of hands employed, mid aboul 
$i^00»06fl expended. The Hudson 
Stem'tni r will reduce the number of 
bteramers by one-half, one machine 
doing the work of several nu n, mid 
the tobacco of the south will be placed 
on the same footing that cotton was 
by Ell Whitney. 

The contrivance by which Mr. 
Hudson solved this puzzle consists of 
a box, through the outside trough 
of which I here is a strong current of 
air, which does most of the work, the 
air of cleaning the leaf at the same 
time that it stems it.— X. Y. Herald.

A QUEER WORM. 

Carries His Tluv Log Houne About Ul* 
Bottom of ths Brook. 

Perchance during some summer'* 
•troll your i-tcps may lead you by a 
sparkiDg woodland brook. Here 
pause a moment, and, placing your 
face close to the surface of a dark and 
quiet pool, look closely at the bot- 
tom. Among the sand and pebbles 
you will sec a number of small bundles 
of sticks and little cylinders of tiny 
stones moving aboat ns (bough en- 
dowed with life. 

If you 1 nkc them out, however, they 
are apparently dead and entirely de- 
void of motive power. But break 
them open., and you w ill find flacli one 
to be a little tube lined with fl ai 1 
chining .. containingairhitish 
caterpdlur-like larva. This, then, is 
the solution of the puzzle — when the 
grub wishes to move about he projects 
the forward pari of hisbldy from the 
tube and crawls around, dragging his 
house behind him. Hut the moim 1 I 
lie is disturbed or frightened hed raw - 
back into his sat* retreat, wherein he 
remains hidden as long as danger 

You will find the little tubes of 
various kinds, Ehapes and sizes. Sonui 
are cylindrical, made of sticks placed 
lengthwise, while others are like lit- 
tle log houses of straw, the pieces be- 
ing fastened crosswise. These minia- 
ture log cabins are often decorated 
with tiny seashells fastened to the 
walls, and, moreover, the shells are 
not always empty. Quite often you 
may find living snails securely at- 
tached, and thus compelled to move 
about at the will of their landlord. 

Other tubes are built entirely of 
bits of moss and leaves. The com- 
monest forms are those composed of 
Little pebbles or grains of sand. These 
are usually very regular and smooth 
cylinders, in which the grains are all 
of nearly equal size, but among them 
yon may frequently find some with 
severnl larger stones fastened to 
either side in a very curious manner. 
By far the prettiest houses of all are 
shaped like little spiral shells and are 
composed entirely of almost micro- 
scopical stones. — 1 Cincinnati En- 
qnirer.

READING AND MEMORY. 



There is a general belief that the 
faculty of the mind called memory is 
not so strong in a majority of per- 
sons as formerly, if one is to place 
implicit confidence in tho accounts 
published of remarkable memories 
upon well authenticated evidence. 
Whether this power of the human 
mind is weakening as reading be* 
comes more diffused, is well worth 
1 rii us consideration. 

Memory, technically eontjoV red ( il

Miry to reproduce them, and in ordi- 
nary language we say one who enn at 

nil] n produce what be has formerly 
known has a good memory, and one 
whose memory is not susceptible, 
ready and retentive, has a weak mem- 
ory. No doubt that great differences 
exisl naturally among persons in re- 
spect to this faculty, but the varia- 
tions are in degree rather than oth 
erwisc. ' It may be true, also, lha! 
some become interested in one class 
of facts and some in another, and that 
while it is strong in one direction 
there may be an absence in other di- 
rections. Such manifi -tations of re- 
calling have caused persons to class 
memories as scientific, linguistic, his- 
toric, poetic, legal, mechanical and so 
on, owing to the subject remembered. 
Probably as much as each of these 
really "hows is the bent tho particu- 
lar mind took with reference to a 
group of objects. 

An active mind may take in a wide 
range of facts and by a logical process 
classify the data thus obtained into 
kindred groups, and by the law of 
association when one group is called 
up, the entire group appears in con- 
sciousness. All have observed how 
one appropriate anecdote will call 
forth many others under (his law of 
suggestion. 

A clearer view, however, is neces- 
sary to illustrate this point, as it is the 
key to the question. It is well known 
that the intelligent farmer who takes 
two or three new spapers, even though 
they be weeklies, gets more out of 
hi> few papers than does the business 
man of the city who reads both his 
morning and evening papers. The 
reason is obvious. The farmer reads 
his paper carefully and slowly, and 
he retains what he reads. Perhaps 
he talks it over with bis family and 
with his neighbors. He may even 
read the same article three or four 
times as the neighbors "drop in." Ilis 
life on the farm is more uniform, and 
few new things come in to derange his 
thoughts. He concentrates his m;nd 
better on a few points and he makes 
them his own. On the other hand, ex- 
cept a few articles of special interest, 
the city man reads the head lim- and 
quits. So many things are rTre-viitcd 
and the variety is sp great that most 
things slip through the mind like wa- 
ter running through a sieve. In ad- 
dition to his newspapers he may read 
a magazine or two each month, and 
again he may read "a story book" or 
tw o just to rest his mind of evenings. 
By the time bestirs up and assimilate! 
the nutrient portion> of this mi-ccl- 
laneous class of reading, the part that 
is retained as a permanent acquisi- 
tion at the end of the month may not 
be \en remarkable in quality for lack 
of strong impressions. 

If there be a deterioration in mem- 
ory, it may, he ascribed to having too 
many things presented to the mind in 
rupid succession. But nature has pro- 
vided a safe remedy against this vrv 
condition of allairs, namely, to fo t 
as well as to remember. The kfc 
forgetting is as important as th< 1 7 
of remembering, and thus the jr i 
takes care of itself. — Kansas ( 3 
Times.

The irregular contour of the 
counties makes it impracticable to 
divide upon straight lines in any 

separate the "dark tobacco" dis- 
trict in the west part of the State 
ironi the hurley district to the cen- 
tral and eastern portion. Like- 
wise it is desirable to separate the 
counties in the eastern and south- 
eastern portion, where the pro- 
duction ol any crop rarely exceeds 
the home demand and where the 
percentage of increase or decreai 
affects in a small measure only the 
actual production of the State, from 
the other sections producing a large 
surplus. To meet all these varied 
conditions the following divisions 
appear to us as the best to be de- 
vised:

The i 
creased demand and better prici 
for horses and mules is commented 
upon by correspondents generally 
and a season of prosperity for 
breeders of these animals is as- 
sured. 

The cold, wet weather <>! Feb- 
ruary was unfavorable to sheep 
especially, and considerable 
losses, both of old sheep and spring 
lambs, are reported. 

Hogs are scarce and the number 
being fed for market is far below 
the normal. Thirty correspondents 
report hog cholera as against 9Q 
who report hogs tree from disease. 

Farm work is being greatly de 
layed by unfavorable .leather con 
dilioiis. Very few tobacco beds 
have been sown to date. 

There is nothing to indicate that 
the fruit buds have been unfav 
able affected by the winter.

enemy in case of war with a 
foreign foe. and every unwilling 
subject becomes an iuteroaj tot 
when most we need friends and 
loyal citizens. We whipped Spain 
in the short space of three month* 
by striking her insular possessions, 
and right at this time the great 
British Empire is in the throe- i f a 
deatli struggle with her rebellious 
colonies in South Africa. The ex- 
perience of these great nations with 
their outlying territory should be a 
lesson and a warning to the United 
States government. But aside from 
the inexpediency of the imperialistic 
policy, how can we expect to main- 
tain the prestige we have gained 
uong the nations of the earth by 
If loyal devotion to liberty and a 
ipublican form of government, if 
e are henceforth guided by motives, 
less exalted than those which in- 
pired our forefathers? If we go 
into the Orient how can we keep 
Europe from the Occident? It we 
lorce our ideas of government up- 
on the government of the old world, 
how are we to protect the new 
world by an enforcement of our 
lonu cherished "Monroe Doctrine.''"'
